W a sh in g t o n, May 2 — General Coxey 
appeared in court this morning, and 
was formally placed under arrest. The 
B rollies and Janes were arraigned 
for trial, b at Browne asked for a 
jury, and the case waB continued until 
Friday under five hundred dollars 
boud*. 
They were sent to jail in 
default of this am ount. 
The move­ 
m ent has ended in gloriously and 
Gen. Coxey is racking his brain for a 
plan to support the band of faithful 
followers whom he has gathered from 
all over the country. 
Furtherm ore, 
the good roads and non-interest bear­ 
ing bonds bills are no nearer passage 
than they were a m onth ag a 
In yesterday’s exciting incidents the 
army proper took no p a rt 
The con­ 
test was w holly between 300 armed 
police officers and the two leading re­ 
formers. 
Tw enty thousand spectators 
enjoyed the excitem ent and a t least a 
score of them paid for their pleasure 
with broken heads or black eyes.

negro by the name of Johnson was 
beaten to the ground by policemen, 
and he lies a t the emergency hospital 
in a precarious condition. 
A gray-haired member of congress 
who watched the riot from a portion 
of the capitol said after the mob was 
dispersed: 
“The events of this 1st of 
May w ill live in history as the mani­ 
festation of a widespread discontent 
among the laboring classes of the 
country. 
I think now th at the climax 
has been reached and the furor for in­ 
dustrial armies will gradually sub­ 
side. 
This belief th a t the enactm ent 
of new laws by congress is a panacea 
for all our national ills is a dangerous 
symptom. 
The wise heads of the 
country have got to give it close and 
thoughtful attention.’’ 
At IO o'clock the commonweal had 
completed all arrangem ents. 
Mamie 
Coxey appeared on a w hite horse, gay 
w ith red and yellow trappings. 
She 
was clad in a long white skirt, white 
gloves and a brim less cap trimmed 
w ith blue, from which a single gold 
star shone, her only ornam ent 
A 
w ealth of yellow hair th a t the sun­ 
shine lighted into gold flowed loosely 
down her shoulders. Her delicate face 
was flushed w ith excitem ent and her 
fingers toyed 
nervously w ith 
the 
bridle reins. 
Browne took his place 
just behind her. 
The park gates were throw n open a 
few minutes after IO o'clock. 
“At­ 
tention, 
commonweal,’’ 
shouted 
Browne, “Forward, m arch.” The god­ 
dess of peace moved into the dusty 
road, turned to the right and began 
tne march tow ard the capitol, the 
w hite dome of which was just visible 
over the tree tops. 
Five mounted 
policemen under Sergt Slattery swung 
into line a t the head of the column. 
For the first mile of the march, 
along Fourteenth street, the crowd 
was small, but it made up in enthu 
>iasm w hat it lacked in num bers 
It 
was a warm, bright morning. 
The 
road was heavy w ith dust, but the 
over-hanging trees shaded it somewhat 
from the fierce sunshine. 
When the 
column reached the asphalt pavement 
the 
crowds 
grew larger and by 
the time the column swung into Penn­ 
sylvania avenue the crowds had grown 
so great th a t it was w ith difficulty 
that the m ounted police escort, now 
increased to twenty-five, could clear a 
way for the army. 
All the way down 
the broad avenue thousands of persons 
stood w atching the parade. The crowd 
surged wildly back and forth; police­ 
men dashed hither and thither; cable 
cars clanged their way through the 
mass of hum anity and the only distin­ 
guished word in the roar of voices w as 
“Coxey. Coxey,” The pavements were 
hot under foot and a broiling sun 
shone overhead. 
At 12:50 the column 
reached the Peace m onum ent 
Here 
the crowd was so great th at Coxey’s 
buggy was alm ost crushed in getting 
through. 
As the column moved into 
B street the crowd overflowed into 
the capitol grounds and the police 
made no effort to stop i t 
It moved 
with the irresistible force of a tidal 
wave, all shouting and cheering. 
At last the column stopped w ith 
Coxey's carriage near the B street en­ 
trance to the grounds. 
Browne dis­ 
mounted from his big horse and forced 
his way back. 
The general saw him. 
Rising from his seat he stooped over 
and kissed his wife, as if he realized 
something of the terrible ordeal to 


follow. 
Thousands of persons who 
saw' the little display of affection 
cheered themselves hoarse. 
Coxey leaped nimbly to the ground 
and in a moment he and Browne were 
swallowed up in a wild, surging mob 
of men w'hich lifted them from their 
feet and bore them bodily across the 
street to the capitol grounds. 
More 
than IOO mounted policemen who were 
stationed around the B street entrance 
rode into the crowd w ith 
the in­ 
tention 
of 
capturing 
the 
two 
commonwhalers, 
but 
they 
m ight 
as 
well 
have 
attem pted 
to 
arrest a cyclone. 
The mob forced one 
of them against the stone wall which 
bounds the capitol plaza and threw his 
horse violently to the ground. 
At this 
point Browne shouted to Coxey to 
jum p over the wall, but the general 
lost his footing and in a moment he 
was a t the bottom of a pack of w rith­ 
ing, struggling humanity. 
Browne 
leaped quickly into the grounds with 
the mob after him. 
Here the police­ 
men saw him and forced their horses 
over the walk 
A wild rush through 
the shrubbery took place, men and 
women tum bling over one another in 
the wild scramble. 
The mounted policemen lost their 
heads, and not being able to see 
Browne they drew their clubs and be­ 
gan striking every one w ithin reach. 
Women and children were ruthlessly 
ridden down. 
A commonwealer who 
had in some way escaped from the 
ranks stood behind a tree and struck a 
policeman a terrible blow in the back 
w ith his w ar club of peace. 
The next 
officer th a t came up saw the attack 
and clubbed the commonwealer into 
insensibility and let him lie where he 
had fallen. 
Ju st as Browne reached the corner 
of the steps he was seized by an officer. 
W ithout a moment’s indecision Browne 
swung his arm quickly around and 
sent the policeman spinning far out 
into the crowd. 
The next moment he 
was seized from behind and a clinched 
fist struck him several blows rn the 
face. 
In the struggle th at followed 
his clothing was badly torn, and 
strin g of his dead wife's beads, which 
he always wore around his throat, was 
scattered. 
The fury seemed to spread 
and two mounted policemen closed 
down upon a negro and hit him re­ 
peatedly until he sank to the ground 
with 
his 
head 
terribly lacerated. 
Browne, together w ith Christopher 
Columbus Jones, who had been a r­ 
rested for trying to assist his friend in 
the fight, was taken to the police sta­ 
tion. 
All this time Coxey had been strug­ 
gling through the crowd tow ard the 
central steps of the capitoL 
He had 
asked a policeman to help him and the 
two wormed their way through the 
mob like sparrows through a Wheat­ 
field. 
Before anyone knew it Coxey 
was bounding up the east front en­ 
trance 
to 
the 
capitol. 
He 
was 
up 
to 
the 
tenth 
step 
before 
he was recognized. 
Then the of­ 
ficers closed in above him and his fur­ 
th e r passage was barred. 
The great 
crowd now recognized him and a shout 
w ent up from every corner of the vast 
assemblage. Coxey turned to the crowd 
and raised his hat. 
He was deadly 
pale. 
Capt. Garden of the capital po­ 
lice stepped to one side of him and 
Lieut. Kelly of the city police was at 
his other arm. 
The other 
officers 
formed solidly about him. 
The crowd 
below was kept back by menacing 
clubs. 
C apt Garden at once said: 
“You can not make a speech here.” 
“In the name of the American peo­ 
ple I demand permission to present a 
petition to congress and ask for the 
protection of the capital police. ” Coxey 
was calm and collected. 
“You can not make a speech,” Capt 
Garden repeated. 
“Then,” said Coxey, “I w ant to pre­ 
sent this petition.”
